1 . THE NATIONAL DEFENSE UNIVERSITY IS CURRENTLY PLANNING

STAFF, WITH TOP HOST COUNTRY CIVILIAN AND MILITARY LEADER- 
SHIP, INCLUDING HEAD OF GOVT WHERE APPROPRIATE, IN ORDER 
TO RECEIVE AUTHORITATIVE, FIRST-HAND IMPRESSION OF MAIOR 
POLITICAL, MILITARY, ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND CULTURAL ASPECTS

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OF CONTACT AND REQUEST MESSAGES TAGGED BY COLLEGE TRIP 
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GROUP NUMBER, I.E., NWC NO 1, ICAF NO 1, ETC. THE EXTENT 
TO WHICH THE PROGRAM FOR NWC AND ICAF CAN BE COMBINED 
WILL VARY FROM COUNTRY TO COUNTRY AND CAN BE DEVELOPED AS 
PLANNING PROCEEDS.

TO STATE, JCS AND OASD/ISA.

TRIES CONCERNED AFTER RESPONSES THIS MESSAGE RECEIVED.
